Jobs fear as chain calls in the administrators 


ELECTRICAL retail chain 
Comet - which has a store 
in Banbury - has confirmed 
that it will go into 
administration this week. 

The company, which has 
240 stores nationally and 
employs about 6,500 staff, 
was not able to confirm 
how many people it 
employed at the Banbury 
Cross Retail Park. 

Comet was bought by 
investment firm OpCapita in 
February. 

A statement from the 


company said: “Comet 
Group Limited can confirm 
that it has taken steps to 
seek the protection of the 
court with a view to the 
company entering into 
administration during week 
commencing November 5, 
2012. 

“The board is urgently 
working with its advisers to 
seek a solution to secure a 
viable future for the 
company.” 

John Hannett, general 
secretary of the 


shopworkers’ union Usdaw 
said: “This is disastrous 
news for Comet’s 6,500 
employees and more grim 
news for the UK High Street 
and the economy. 


“We urge any 

administrators appointed to 
keep stores trading for as 
long as possible to enable a 
buyer or buyers to be 
found.”

TAXI FARE 
SHAKE-UP 


TAXI fares will cost the same all year 
round under plans that have divided 
hackney carriage drivers. 

A drivers' association wants councillors to 
have equal pricing for day, night, Sunday 
and Bank holiday fees for Cherwell's 123 
vehicles. 

This would see some fares increase by 
more than 10 per cent but a massive drop in 
Christmas and New Year tariffs. 

The North Oxfordshire Hackney 
Association said Cherwell District Council 
must make the change today to cover the 
drivers' costs and cut "confusion". 

It would only apply for taxis that can be 
hired in the street or at taxi ranks and would 
not affect private hire firms. 

The 6am-to-1 Opm day base rate would go 
from £2 to £2.50 and each 101 subsequent 
metres would rise from 11 p to 12p. 

This would increase a two-mile journey 
from £5.08 to £5.86 and four 
miles from £8.60 to £9.70. 

The 10pm-to-6am night base 
rate would go from £2.30 to 
£2.50, as would the 6am-to- 
1pm Sunday and Bank holiday 
rate. 

Yet Christmas and New Year 
costs would be massively cut, 
with the base rate down from 
£4 to £2.50 and each 101 
metres 12p instead of 25p. 

This would, for example, see

a four-mile journey costing £9.70 instead of 
£ 19 . 

A council consultation found of the 62 
drivers who responded to the consultation 
on time, 33 drivers opposed the move, while 
29 supported it with concerns that few 
would work for less over Christmas. 

A council report said: "Several responses 
referred to concerns over the current 
economic climate and whether or not the 
increases would be acceptable to 
customers." 

Fares last went up in 2008. 

But association chairman Choudhry 
Khalid Mahmood Anjum said there had 
been "a lot of confusion" over different 
fares, adding: "It will be easier." 

He said: "Everything is going up, petrol 
prices, insurance, cost of living and on 
public transport. 

"This is about us asking for a 
small increase." 

A cut in the Christmas rate 
would help drivers compete 
with cheaper private hire firms, 
he added. 

The report says councillors 
should back the plan - or an 
alternative from other cabbies 
that supports the increases but 
keeps the former Christmas 
pricing. 


Banbury taxi driver Asjid Hussain hit out, 
saying: "It is not like people have got money 
at the moment. 

"I know we are out of the recession but it 
doesn't mean everybody is quids in." 

But Mazhar Hussain, a Banbury driver for 
15 years, said: "When the fares went up last 
time, the fuel was £1.20 a litre. Now it is 
£1.35, £1.40. Everything is going up." 

Breda Lamb, who runs transport for 
Banbury OAP charity WRVS, said: "That is 
just extortionate. A lot of people we deal 
with just couldn't afford that. I don't know 
what they will do." 

The licensing committee will be asked to 
make a decision at 2.30pm today at Bodicote 
House, White Post Road, Bodicote. The 
public can attend.

Candidates go head to 
head in fight for top job 


THE fight for the region's new top 
police job came to Oxfordshire on 
Monday night. 

All six candidates chasing the 
£85,OOO-a-year Thames Valley Police and 
Crime Commissioner job debated at the 
hustings at Oxford Town Hall. 

Each candidate made a short speech 
before the panel took questions from the 
150-strong audience. 

Discussion ran from police cuts to 
detection rates and privatisation of the 
force. The vote for the new job will take 
place next Thursday. 

Oxford magistrate John Howson said, 
after suffering a burglary in March this 
year, he understood what it was like to

be a victim. He said: "For the first time 
we do have some form of accountability 
for the police. 

"If elected, I will put improving 
detection rates on the top of my agenda. 

"If I don't achieve that I will have 
failed." 

Tory Anthony Stansfeld, a current 
police authority member, said: "I believe 
to actually do this job you have to 
actually understand the police. I know 
the police." 

UKIP's Barry Cooper said foreign aid 
should be cut before police budgets were 


reduced, adding: "Cuts to the police are 
morally and ethically indefensible. 

"All the meat has been trimmed and 
anything more will start cutting into 
muscle." 

Independents Patience Awe, from 
Reading, and Geoff Howard, from 
Slough, said voters should steer clear of 
the political candidates as the role was to 
be impartial. 

When asked about the region's 
"frightening" detection rate by a member 
of the audience, Ms Awe said: "It sets us 
a challenge to do a better job." 

Labour's Tim Starkey said: "Low 
morale is crushing the police. I am proud 
to be Labour, but the ideas I bring to this 


debate are my own. I would ask you not 
to focus on labels, but who is best for the 
job." 

One member of the audience Lesley 
Kumiega said after the meeting: "Many of 
the people standing are slightly more 
impressive than they would appear, or 
one would read. 

"I need to think more deeply about it. 

It would be better to have a panel than 
an individual." 

The debate was chaired by Prof Ian 
Loader, director of the Criminology 
Centre at the University of Oxford. 

It was organised by Tim Sadler, 
chairman of the Oxford Safer 
Communities Partnership. 
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Housesitter who stole laid 
the blame on his daughter 


A FATHER of four, who blamed the theft 
of expensive designer handbags on his 
two-year-old daughter, has avoided 
prison. 

Window cleaner Spencer Russell stole 
£10,000 worth of clothes, shoes, and 
accessories, from the home his wife was 
paid to look after while the owner was 
away. 

Russell, of Melbourne Close, Banbury, 
stole from the house in Souldern, near 
Bicester, between July and November 
last year. 

And the 47-year-old put stolen items 
up for sale on internet auction site eBay, 
Oxford Crown Court heard on Friday. 

But when homeowner Barbara Camm 
spotted items were missing Russell said 
his daughter had taken them to play 
"dressing-up". 

And when he returned some 
handbags, he planted dummies and 


sweet wrappers in them. He later 
admitted the crimes and was handed an 
eight-month prison sentence, suspended 
for a year. 

Recorder Julian Knowles said he had 
spared Russell an immediate jail term 
because he now had a job and had a 
family to look after. 

But, in sentencing, he said: "You 
rooted through Mrs Camm's property on 
a regular basis, sorting out what tasty 
morsels you wanted to sell for yourself. 

"They didn't belong to you and you 
should have kept your hands off them. 

"Rather pathetic excuses were given 
that perhaps your two-year-old daughter 
had put them in your car." 

He added: "This was a nasty, 
underhand, unpleasant crime." 

Russell was also told to do 200 hours 
of unpaid community work and to pay 
his victim £500 compensation. 


Housing list 
cuts are agreed 

COUNCIL bosses have agreed to take nearly 
three-quarters of people seeking social housing 
off its housing waiting list. 

Cherwell District Council's executive backed 
the housing reforms on Monday night. 

Two of the five waiting-list bands, where 
people are placed in according to their needs 
will be scrapped, wiping 2,800 people off the 
council's 4,000-strong list. The council is 
responsible for prioritising social housing 
through providers such as Sanctuary Housing. 

It said removing the two bands for those in 
lowest need, would save the council 
administration costs. 

It said the change - allowed through the 
Government's Localism Act - would "enable 
staff resources to be more focussed". 

Civic bosses said those in the two scrapped 
bands had no "realistic" chance of getting 
homes. Just 414 people were offered council 
houses last year. 

Council finance chief Ken Atack said: "We 
are protecting the most vulnerable."

nursery 


A CAMPAIGN has been 
launched to convince 
council bosses to back plans 
to open the first and only 
day nursery in Adderbury. 

An online petition is seeking 
support for a 35-piace nursery at 
The Hub, atTwyford Mill in 
Oxford Road. 

Cherwell District Council 
threw out the plan in August, 
saying the "isolated" building 
had poor public transport links 
and that this would lead to 
"excessive traffic" which "would 
be detrimental to the safety and 
convenience" of road users. 

But Martin Rye, the scheme's 
backer, is considering putting in 
another application. He hopes 
public support and more 
information will see the plan 
approved. 

A nursery is a "necessity for 
working people", he said, 
adding: "There is no facility like 
this in the village. 

"The Government is pushing 
for working mums to get back to 
work and all other surrounding

villages have got facilities like 
this - but not Adderbury." 

He said: "It is not on a bus 
route. Nobody takes their child 
to nursery via a public bus. 

"We live in a village which is, 
by definition, cut off from the 
rest of the busy world - so, 
wherever you need to go, you 
get in a car." 

One parent, who commented 
on the petition website, said: 
"People who would require the 
nursery places would already be 
on the road, on their way to 
work. Therefore, I do not feel it 
would cause any more 
congestion." 

Another said: "I currently 
work towards Oxford and have 
to drive my child to Kidlington. 

"A local nursery would make 
access easier and would mean 
my child could find friends in 
the local area." 

Oxfordshire County Council 
objected to the plan, as the site 
could only be reached by car 



and "exceeded a realistic 
walking distance" for youngsters. 

It said there was a "lack of 
continuous and adequate 
footpaths and associated 
infrastructure, such as dropped 
kerbs and tactile paving". 

The plan could also conflict 
with the Oxford Road and traffic 
on the site. More information 
was needed on transport issues, 
it said. 

But former county council 
leader and Bloxham councillor 
Keith Mitchell branded 
Cherwell's decision "perverse". 

He wrote on his blog: "This is 
a nursery for children aged six 


months to four years - and 
planners are expecting them to 
walk or cycle there. 

"Furthermore, they are 
expecting accompanying parents 
to walk their charges to the 
nursery and then to return to 
their homes to get in their cars 
to go to work. In what world do 
these planners live?" 

The Conservative said: "Here 
we have a facility that working 
parents are crying out for." 

He said he hoped further 
information from the applicant 
would see approval given.

PRIME Minister David Cameron 
has led a call for everyone in 
Oxfordshire to wear their 
poppies with pride. 

The Oxfordshire MP backed the 
county's Royal British Legion's 
poppy appeal. 

He was backed up by fellow 
Oxfordshire MP Sir Tony Baldry. 

Mr Cameron said: "The Poppy 
Appeal is a poignant reminder of the 
sacrifice our troops and their 
families have made and continue to 
make. 

"As Prime Minister it is both an 
honour and a privilege to join in 
leading the tributes to the brave men 
and women who have lost their lives 
in war on Remembrance Sunday. 

"This year I know that the Royal 
British Legion is aiming to raise 
£42m and all the money raised will 
go towards providing much-needed 
support for the Armed Forces and 
their families. 

"Our Armed Forces deserve our 
deepest respect and gratitude and so 
I am urging everyone to get 
involved; wear your poppies with 
pride and support the 2012 Poppy 
Appeal." 

Banbury MP Sir Tony said: "One 
of my great uncles, who lived in 
Chipping Norton and won the 
military medal in the First World 
War on the Western Front, barely 
ever again spoke on returning home, 
such was the combination of the 
effect of being gassed and the 
trauma of conflict. He lived in 
Chipping Norton until his 80s, so

lived with the scars of combat and 
conflict for 60 years.

Rallying call answered 
with a host of First 
World War memorabilia 


WITH Remembrance Sunday in the 
forefront of people's minds, a First World 
War exhibition came to Banbury at the 
weekend. 

The Europeana 1914-1918 Family 
History Roadshow took place from 11am 
to 4pm on Saturday. 

Families were invited to bring along 
photographs, letters, diaries, film and 
audio recordings as Europe's digital 
museum joined forces with Oxford 
University and the British Library to 
create an archive of previously untold 
stories of those involved in the conflict. 

Historians and experts from the 
Soldiers of Oxfordshire Museum, the 
Western Front Association and 


Oxfordshire Museum Service were on 
hand to talk about the significance of 
finds. 

Acting Sgt Peter Neal, from the Rifles 
Living History Roadshow, was one of 
those who was introducing people to the 
weapons of the First World War and in 
particular a short magazine Lee-Enfield. 

Acting Sgt Neal said: "The day went 
fantastically. It was an opportunity to 
play my part in sharing my knowledge 
about the soldiers' way of life from 1914 
to 1918. I enjoy telling people what it 
was like and then finding they have 
learned something new."

Currently 30 counties around 
the UK have their own flags, 
including Buckinghamshire, 
Wiltshire and Gloucestershire. 

There are two ways for a flag 
to become a county's official 
one - either by public vote or 
by widespread use of the design 
by bodies in the county, such as 
sports clubs. 

Ian Hudspeth, leader of 


Oxfordshire County Council, 
said: "There is already a county 
council flag - and we represent 
Oxfordshire." 

The administrative county of 
Oxfordshire was granted a coat 
of arms in 1976 and this has 
been turned into a banner of 


arms. 

The Oxfordshire Association 
was set up in 2009 to 
"maintain, enhance and 
promote" the county. 

As well as campaigning for a 
county flag, the association also 
promotes the observance of a 
county day - October 19, the 
feast day of St Frideswide. 


Anger 


over HS2 


scheme

A COMPENSATION scheme for households affected by the 
High Speed Rail scheme does not go far enough, 
campaigners say. 

The Department for Transport had unveiled a compensation 
scheme for residents and businesses that would be affected by the 
London-to-Birmingham line, known as HS2. 

The £33bn rail link would cut across north-east Oxfordshire, near 
Finmere and Mixbury, close to 


the Northamptonshire border. 

As part of the proposed 
scheme, those living within 60 
metres of the line would get 
market value for their property 
plus and an extra ten per cent in 
compensation - up to £47,000. 
This is extended to 120 metres 
in rural areas. 

But Bernie Douglas, chairman 
of Villages of Oxfordshire 
Opposed to HS2,said: "It's a 
cynical public relations exercise. 

"This is not what we were 
promised by the Government. 
We were promised no one 
would lose out because of HS2." 

There were also a range of 
other compensation measures 
included in the consultation, 
which is open until January 31, 
2013. 

These include: 

• A hardship scheme to help 
people who need to move 
during the development work 
but who cannot sell their homes 

• A sale and rent-back scheme 
where householders stay in the 
property until it is needed for 
building work 

• Measures for those with 
properties above tunnels 

• A commitment to replace lost 
social housing. 

The Government said the 
compensation measures went 
"significantly beyond statutory 
requirements". 

Rail minister Simon Burns

said: "No major infrastructure 
project on this scale can be built 
without some impact on local 
communities, but I am 
determined to do everything I 
can to minimise the effect of 
HS2 on those closest to the line. 
We have thought long and hard 
about this and the measures I 
have announced are fair, and 
strike the right balance for local 
communities and the British 
taxpayer." 

It is not known how many 
properties in Oxfordshire will be 
affected by the compensation 
scheme. 

• Five separate legal challenges 
to the Government's £33bn HS2 
project will be heard in the High 
Court from December 3. 

Conservative-control led 
Cherwell District Council is 
among 18 local authorities that 
form the 51m group to challenge 
the plans. 

Four other challenges are 
being made by action groups 
and businesses.

Trust's go-it-alone bid 


gets public backing 


THE people of Oxfordshire 
have given an 

overwhelming thumbs up to 
long-awaited plans to give 
hospital managers more 
independence. 

The results from a public 
consultation exercise supported 
Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust's bid to become a 
foundation trust. 

The status would let residents 
become governors so they 
could have a say on how 
services are run at the trust, led 
by chief executive Sir Jonathan 
Michael. 

The authority - which runs 
the county's general hospitals - 
can also retain surpluses and

borrow cash more easily. 

The public consultation, 
which ran from June 25 to 
October 12, found "clear 
support" for the plan. 

About 300 people attended 
16 public events and almost 
300 staff attended meetings at 
the trust's hospitals. 

Of those who filled in a 
questionnaire, 240 supported 
the trust's vision for what the 
status would mean, while Just 
14 opposed it. 

The vision seeks to exploit 
links with the university to 
bring pioneering research to its 


patients. But it warns: "We 
need to be cost-effective and to 
make sure that the increasingly 
tight financial resources 
available to the NHS and the 
economy as a whole are used 
in the best possible way." 

Foundation trusts - 
introduced in the early years of 
Labour Government - are 
regulated by health watchdog 
Monitor and require its 
approval to get the status. 

During the consultation, 
backing also came from 
councils and other education 
and health providers across the 
county. 

Yet the county's Joint health 
overview and scrutiny 


committee watchdog said that 
while it backed the plan, it 
remained concerned about 
massive private finance 
initiative loan repayments. 

Managers face a £53m 
annual bill to pay back private 
firms which built developments 
like the Oxford Cancer Centre. 

The trust last year spent 
£71 7.8m against an income of 
£725.8m. 

Committee chairman Dr 
Peter Skolar said: "I support the 
trust moving to foundation trust, 
providing it can satisfy Monitor 
with its financial status - 
especially in view of its PFI 
payments."And he said 
Banbury's Horton General 


Hospital - also run by the trust 
- must have its managers' "full 
support". 

The trust board agreed to 
pursue the application, with 
minor changes to how it would 
be governed - including having 
five clinical and one non- 
clinical governors, instead of 
four and two as proposed. 

Director of planning Andrew 
Stevens said there had been 
"overwhelming" support. 

He said of the public events: 
"We found it an incredibly 
valuable exercise, not Just in 
terms of the feedback on the 
foundation trust proposals, but 
generally in terms of wider 
feedback." 


Church 
reveals its 
crisis over 
finances 


ADDERBURY residents are being 
urged to think about life without St 
Mary's Church, as its leaders warn of 
"unsustainable" financial losses. 

The church has launched a 12- 
month campaign to raise £5,500 after 
ending 2011/12 with a £10,000 
deficit. 

It has warned essential running 
costs, like energy, are consistently 
outstripping its income. 

An open letter to residents said: 
"Have you ever considered what our 
lovely village of Adderbury would be 
like without its centrepiece - St 
Mary's Church?" 

It adds: "Sometimes the 
unthinkable and the unimaginable 
can happen. The things we take for 
granted today are suddenly not there 
tomorrow and we wonder how we 
let it get to this." 

Oil, electricity and insurance costs 
had been made worse by a drop in 
regular giving by villagers, it warned, 
creating deficits for four years. 

It said of the overspend: "This will 
very quickly become unsustainable." 

The Rev Stephen Fletcher said the 
global financial market had also hit 
church investments. 

He said: "It is a way of challenging 
people to think about how important 
the church is. We can't just let it 
carry on." 

The finances are the worst they 
have been during his ten-year tenure, 
he said. 

"Like every church in the area, we 
are consistently struggling to keep 
our costs down." 

A presentation on the church's 
finances will be given as part of its 
morning service on Sunday, 
November 18.

The venture made sales 
revenues of £645,000 in the 
14 months until December 
2011, produced sales of 
some £645,000 but no 
evidence was found showing 
any funds going to the 
alleged intended recipients. 

The court also heard the 
companies had distributed 
leaflets in Oxfordshire.

Third county to join fire merger 


A DEAL to merge fire services in 
the Thames Valley region is one 
step closer to reality after fire 
chiefs in Buckinghamshire 
agreed to join the scheme. 

Oxfordshire and Berkshire 
have already agreed to form the 
"Thames Valley Fire Control 
Service", and now councillors 
from the two authorities will 
have to decide if they want to 
link up with Bucks too. 

The original proposals 
included a potential 
collaboration with 
Buckinghamshire but in 
September 2011, 
Buckinghamshire and Milton 


Keynes Fire Authority chose to 
pursue an alternative option 
with Cambridgeshire and 
Suffolk. 

But last week the authority 
approved the proposed link-up 
with Oxfordshire and Berkshire 
at an extraordinary meeting. 

Oxfordshire's Chief Fire 
Officer Dave Etheridge said: "We 
have always worked closely with 
our neighbouring fire and rescue 
services and Buckinghamshire 
Fire and Rescue Service's 
proposal to join us in a shared 
control service will support and 
enhance our mergers even 
further. 


"Having Buckinghamshire on 
board will make us a truly 
Thames Valley Fire Control 
Service, which will link our three 
fire and rescue services in a 
seamless way and provide an 
optimum service to the public 
we serve." 

The Fire Brigades' Union has 
expressed concerns about the 
impact the merger will have on 
working practices. 

Oxfordshire branch secretary 
Steve Allen said: "If you have 
two or three brigades coming 
together, then local knowledge is 
going to be significantly 
watered-down." 


■ Council announces new contract after Jeffs Coaches collapses 


New coach operator to 
take over school routes 


NEW operators have been 
appointed after a second 
coach company serving 
Oxfordshire schools 
collapsed. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
last week announced that it had 
contracted Cheney Travel to run 
five of the six routes previously 
run by Jeffs Coaches - the bus 
firm that went into 
administration last Thursday. 

Cheney Travel will run two 
routes to Cropredy School, one 
route between Wardington, 
Hanwell Fields and St John's

School in Banbury, and two 
routes between Bicester and 
Blessed George Napier School. 

The company already 
operates school buses on other 
routes. 

Students travelling on the 
single bus route between 
Cottisford, Mixbury and 
Magdalen School in Brackley 
will be picked up by a County 
Connect bus run by 
Northamptonshire County 


Council. Routes resumed on 
Monday after half term. 

Cropredy Primary School 
governor Mark Simmons said: 
"It is good news and we are 
pleased that the county council 
has been able to move forward 
quickly and sort this out with 
the minimum of disruption to 
the children. 

"A large number of families 
rely on the coach service, so it 
is good news it has been sorted 
out so quickly." 

Oxfordshire County Council 
said the changes had saved 


£45,000, when compared to the 
contracts with Jeffs Coaches. 

It said this was saved through 
a "process of competitive 
tendering from operators in the 
area". 

Rodney Rose, the deputy 
leader of Oxfordshire County 
Council and its transport chief, 
said: "It was obviously 
important for us to act quickly 
to make sure that the 1 78 users 
of those six services are able to 
resume their travel to school in 
a seamless way." 

Jeffs Coaches is owned by 


Birmingham-based Bowen 
Travel Group. 

The collapse of Jeffs Coaches 
came just weeks after Witney 
firm RH Transport, which ran a 
range of services including 
school buses, folded. 

RH Transport went into 
administration at the beginning 
of October, resulting in the loss 
of 70 jobs and costing County 
Hall more than £400,000 
replacing services. 

Stagecoach and other firms 
stepped in to run 13 public 
routes and 30 school services.

MORE than 50 years after coming 
to the UK from Anguilla and living 
through some of most profound 
changes in its history, John Brooks 
has one thing to say of his adopted 
home: "Britain is a wonderful 
country." 

The 77-year-old - who is to publish 
his life story - arrived in the UK from 
the Caribbean island clutching just a 
small scrap of paper that vouched for 
his skills as a carpenter and builder.

He said: "People tell me there must 
have been racism in the Army - but let 
me tell you, the answer is no." 

He recalls "comical" scenes of 
passengers refusing to sit next to him on 
the bus in the 1950s and 1960s. 

But the father-of-three and 
grandfather-of-two said: "By the 1970s 
the whole thing had changed. People 
started getting accustomed to us.

PREGNANT women in 
Oxfordshire are being urged to 
protect themselves and their 
babies by getting flu jabs while 
they wait for their scans. 

NHS Oxfordshire hopes that take- 
up in the county will be improved 
by offering a free vaccination 
without a need for a separate 
appointment at a GP surgery. 

Following the swine flu outbreak 
of 2009, pregnant women were 
added to the high-risk category of 
those needing free flu jabs on the 
NHS, as they are more susceptible 
to the symptoms. 

The jab protects mother and baby 
against flu, and the protection lasts 
into the first few months of a baby's 
life. 

The initiative offers jabs when 
women are waiting for their 
ultrasound scans at the Horton 
Hospital, Banbury, or Oxford's John 
Radcliffe Hospital. 

It comes after a pilot scheme at 
the John Radcliffe Hospital last year. 
Immunisation manager Rosemary de 
Wilde said: "We wanted to make it 
really easy for pregnant women to 
access a flu jab. Last year's scheme 
showed women appreciated the 
convenience of getting the jab as 
they waited for another 
appointment. 

"The aim was to compliment 
what the GPs offer." 

Previously nurses gave the jabs, 
but under the new scheme they 
would be administered by 
midwives. 

In 2011/12, some 34 per cent of 
pregnant women in Oxfordshire 
were immunised. This year the aim 
is to reach 70 per cent. 

During the seven weeks the 
scheme ran last year, 266 women 
were immunised against flu. This 
year the initiative aims to reach 
1,000 mums-to-be. Dr Tony Berendt, 
deputy medical director for the 
Oxford University Hospitals Trust, 
said: "We have set up this service 
across the JR and Horton sites 
because it's so important that

pregnant women get the flu jab. 

"Flu in pregnancy is serious - for 
the mum-to-be, whose immunity is 
reduced by pregnancy, for the 
pregnancy, with more chance of 
losing the baby; and for the 
newborn baby, which can be 
affected if the pregnant woman 
becomes seriously ill. 


"The flu jab protects her and her 
baby. It only takes a couple of 
minutes, and it's safe and simple." 

All pregnant women are offered 
two scan appointments, a dating 
scan at 11 -12 weeks and an 
anomaly scan at around 20 weeks.

Cameron calls for 'swift' review 


PRIME Minister David 
Cameron has backed a 
review of concerns that 
led to the suspension of 
births at a maternity unit. 

Births at the Cotswold 
Maternity Unit, in 
Chipping Norton, were 
stopped on October 18 
after "concerns about 
working practices raised 
by staff and women using 
the unit". 

Mr Cameron, who 


represents Chipping 
Norton as part of his 
Witney constituency, said 
he had been finding out 
more about the situation. 

He said: "I understand 
that the midwifery-led 
unit at Chipping Norton 
Hospital has been 
temporarily closed 
pending a review into 
concerns. 

"Following this 
announcement, I have 


met with staff and been 
in touch with the trust 
and local mothers. 

"What is important 
now is that a 
comprehensive review 
takes place as swiftly as is 
possible and that the unit 
is reopened fully 
following any necessary 
steps which need to take 
place." 

The Oxford University 
Hospitals Trust said the 


concerns raised had not 
been about patient safety, 
and that the review 
would look into working 
practices. 

A petition claims two 
midwives were suspended 
from the unit after they 
raised concerns about 
working practices and 
safety. The petition calls 
for them to be reinstated 
but the trust will not 
confirm the claims.
